and Recreation, and Public Safety. 


It is not generally known but the County rules some major 
streets in the City of Newark and elsewhere, such as 
Bloomfield Avenue, also certain bridges and also cooperates 
in weather forecasting. 


Another candidate is Clara Dean of Newark who is contesting 
Beatty's spot from the 2nd District. Also running is Bernice 
Davis. She suffered the fate of dropped Corrina Kay when 
Bernice was a Dem  Freeholder. Off she went from the line 
and now is back as a GOP seeking the return of her old 
position.

ABOUT NEW JERSEY 


New Jersey is a key state in the 1984 Presidential Primary. 
It is one of the last states to hold a primary election, and 
its 122 delegates will play a vital role in the selection of 
the Democratic candidate for President of the United States. 


Historically, the people of New Jersey have been involved 
in the struggle for justice and freedom, and since early times 
this has been a Rainbow effort. New Jersey was the scene 
of much of the work of the lengendary Harriet Tubman. 
Lawnside, a town populated by Black people in Camden 
County, was one of the Underground Railway stations in 
the state. The great Paul Robeson was raised and educated 
in New Jersey. Significant civil rights struggles, such as 
the Trenton Six case in the early 50's, were carried on by 
coalitions including whites, Blacks, trade unionists, and 
grass roots organizations. 


Today New Jersey, while small in area, is representative 
of the problems faced by the people cf our nation. Here 
we have both migratory farm laborers, and urban dwellers 
stifled by lack of jobs, substandard housing, and denial of 
opportunity. We have small farmers and small business owners 
struggling against odds to retain their means of livelihood 
in the face of disastrous Reagan economic policies. We have 
peace activists looking desperately for a way to bring nations 
together апа avert nuclear annihilation. We have 
environmentalists struggling for the right to breathe clean 
air, drink unpolluted water, and not have their bodies 
destroyed by toxic wastes. We have many elderly spending 
the twilight of their lives in squalid surroundings, uncared 
for. We have women demanding the right to be equal partners 
in the pursuit of self-fulfillment. In short, we have all of 
the elements of the Rainbow Coalition — Blacks, Hispanics, 
women, peace activists, environmentalists, gays, young 
people, elderly, small farmers and business owners, the 
unemployed and underemployed, poor people, and we have 
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in this state the kind of leadership that 15 bringing these 
elements together, to turn the old minorities into the new 
majority of brothers and sisters working for a more just 
society and a peaceful world. 


Ken Gibson, Mayor of Newark, had the courage and foresight 
to run for Governor of this state in the Democratic Primary 
of 1981, and his very fine showing, unexpected by those 
who do not understand the dynamics of coalition, paved 
the way for this presidential contest in New Jersey. 


The Democratic Primary on June 5 will be а cemonstration 
of how this new coalition works. We look forward to victory 
in New Jersey, both in the popular vote and the delegate 
contests. 


COORDINATOR EXPOSES 
MISUSE OF JESSE JACKSON NAME 


Clarence Coggins, State Coordinator for the Jesse Jackson 
for President Committee, released a letter sent by State 
Chairman Kenneth A. Gibson to the City Clerk of Newark, 
and the County Clerk of Essex, denying the use of the Jesse 
Jackson name to a group of insurgent democrats in the City 
of Newark.
